In the Office Action dated October 1 f>, 2002; claims 25 and 53 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipnled by Yamakoshi et ul. Applicants respectfully, but most 
strenuously, traverse this rejection. - . ^ m 

In one aspeel of applicants 1 invention, applicants claim a method for correcting for - 
systematic errors in the writing of timing patterns on a storage medium by -a head of urecording 
device. The method includes, for instance, detecting one or more circumferential systematic 
errors; and correcting for the one or more circumferential systematic errors. Thus, in. applicants 4 
invention, circumferential systematic errors are being delected and corrected..;. 

Applicants respectfully submit that circumferential systematic ejTOj^rej ^stema tic errors 
. that vary eirCLunfcrcntially (i.e., around the track). In particular, a -circumferential systematic 
error is^Tonnstunce, a read-to-write time (the difference between the command to write time and 
subsequent roadback time relative to the di.sk frame of reference), which varies along the trac k, 
whi le remaining relatively constant among neighboring tracks. Possible sources of such a- 
varialion include diskj^c^in^ ind uced variations in ^m^netj^h 

coeLrivityjiivd.clectroi iic system delays, which vary within a writing revolution in a systematic

way, perhaps due to iti crn l al | ghc non i en a . Such a circumferential systematic delay isi nominally* 

attached to some portion (e.g., a pie slice) of the disk surface. Rach separate circumferential 

systematic delay may be adjusted during the process, but is nominally the same for neighboring 

tracks (see IAQ in the specification). 
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In contrast, Yamakoshi docs not Ltiaeh or sugycsl systematic errors that vary 
circumicrcniiully, but insiciul, leaches errors lhal vary radially. In support of the rejection, the 
Office Action states: "The lixuiuiner has interpreted circunilbrcnLial systematic errors us errors 
such us separaiions between road and write eleinems or non-parallel read unci write elemenls " 
Applicants respect fully disagree wiili this interpretation, The delay caused by the physical 
separation ofihe rend and write elements within the heaidjjosjio^ a - 

" circumjcrc fl t Ki l s y s n . TD aticeLTOr. Thai is, the physical separciii'onjlo'es not cuise'ii systematic 
error that varies cireum'fercniially. Insieod, the physical separation produces a radially varying" 
systematic error, which is nominally consumi-along uny given track. Thus,ihe errors hi 
Yamokoshi arc. radial in nature, in thai they vary from H ack to track, ratlier than sector to sector 
(sec Yamokoshi et al. at, for example. Col. 12, lines 17-29). Therefore, applicants respectfully 

- submit that Yamokoshi does not anticipate, teach or surest applicants' claimed fhvenlion. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the allowance ofclaims 57-71 , a»d : ihe indication of 
allowability of claims 26-28 and 54-5(i, if rewritten in independent form. Applicants liave hot" 
rewritten these claims in independent form at this time, since applicants believe the claims from 
which ihey depend are patentable. ....
